"We are very anxious to 
see these installations in use 
on our freeways," Ha h n 
said, "They hold the answer 
to obtaining quick aid for 
rnn'onsts" with car trouble 
or involved in an accident in 
hca^.v traffic,"

0 Activated by solar-energy, 
the call boxes will be on a 
hookup with the Los Ange­ 
les Police Department. The 
City of Los Angeles is be­ 
ing billed approximately 
$14,400 of the contract price.

PAYS HALF 
Hahn pointed out that the 

county will pick up half of 
the citys' bill because "free­ 

-ways serve residents of all 
"government jurisdictions in 

this area."
The boxes, to be painted a 

fluorescent yellow, will be 
placed on lamp posts on the 
Harbor, Hollywood, Santa 
Ana and San Bernardino 
freeways within a five-mile 
radius of downtown, Hahn 
.said,

A solar cell will attract 
<*Vand store energy in each 

unit's battery, One day's ex­ 
posure to sunshine will pro­ 
vide enough energy for the 
call boxes to be self-suffi­ 
cient for several months, 
Hoffman officials said.

Operation of the call box­ 
es will be a« follows:

The motorist will press a
red button which will auto-

flhnatically and instantaneous- 1

number and location, A pa­ 
trolman wiU be dispatched.

The patrolman will can 
a master key to open an in 
ter-chamber of the box when 
he reaches the scene. H< 
will then be able to call u| 
to 14 different assistance «r 
encies through the use - 
buttons. These will inclu< 
ambulances, patrol ca i 
wrecker trucks, road service 
and possibly the automobile 
club or even an agency to 
remove dead animals from 
freeways.

AIDS STRANDED
Hahn has advocated the 

installation of a communica­ 
tions system of this type to 
aid stranded motorists since 
1953.

Another program he spur­ 
red -into existence, which is 
daily proving its value, is 
installation of median bar­ 
riers on Harbor Freeway.

Since chain fencing was 
installed in mid-May, speed­ 
ing autos have- crashed into 
it several times a week.

"That fence has to be 
mended almost daily." Hahn 
observed, "but no car has 
broken through it complete­ 
ly-"

"When you consider that 
without the fence, several 
cars would have hurdled 
across the freeway into head- 
on collisions, we can almost, 
count everv break in the 
fence as a life saved,' Hahn 
said.

A new approach to speed 
up vote counting procedures 
was proposed this week by 
Supervisor Kenneth Hahn, 
who said it is aimed at mak­ 
ing final returns available 
by noon the day following 
election.

Hahn advanced his propo- 
isal after meeting with Regis. 
trar of Voters Benjamin 
Hite, Assistant Registrar of 
Voters James Allison. Assist­ 
ant Chief Administrative Of­ 
ficer John R. Leach. Deputy 
County Counsel John Mu- 
harg and Clerk of the Board 
Gordon Nesvig.

Disturbed by the three- 
day delay in the final tally 
of Juno primary ballots, 
Hahn recommended that re­ 
gional centers be utilized to 
eliminate the crush of pre­ 
cinct workers who converge 
election night on the down­ 
town Registrar of Voters of­ 
fice.

"These regional centers 
will be high schools, colleges 
and City Halls, staffed by 
competent election workers 
and necessary equipment," 
Hahn said.

Precinct workers will 
bring their results to these 
centers, rather than down­ 
town, and a regional total 
will be compiled.

"With each of the region­ 
al centers handling 500 pre­ 
cincts, the downtown office 
will have to tally only about 
24 regional totals, rather 
than the more than 11,500 
precinct returns it must now 
handle." Hahn pointed out. 

MAJOR PROBLEM
"The three-day delay in 

the Registrar of Voters an­ 
nouncing the final vote in 
the June primary is a major 
problem which must be cor­ 
rected, Hahn stressed.

He earlier had conducted i 
a spot check of some 30 pro-' 
cincts and found that they! 
had all filed their returns! 
downtown by 9 a.m. June 6. ! 
Final results, however, were 
not available until June 8.

Pointing out that, the No­ 
vember ballot will be much 
shorter than the June Ballot, 
Hahn said:

"There is no reason why 
final election returns cannot 
be announced, by noon No­ 
vember 7."

"State and Congressional 
races will be narrowed to 
only two contestants, and 
unopposed Judgeships and 
Central Committee names 
will be off the ballot," he 
said.

To further speed up elec­ 
tion returns, Hahn request­ 
ed that Hite use the full po­ 
tential of County manpower 
in tallying precinct votes 
and at the regional centers.

"Election days arc legal 
holidays for county employ­ 
ees." he said "By admini­ 
strative order, personnel of 
major bookkeeping offices; 
could transport their adding 
machines to regional centers 
and help tally votes after

7 p.m., when the precinct 
totals start rolling in. 

QUICK TALLY
"Thus, they will be alert 

and fresh from a day off. 
and will not be fatigued bv 
working all day at a local 
board. Results could be tal­ 
lied quickly and accurately," 
Hahn said.
